Pittsburgh  Symphony  . . . 


Steinberg  Will  Conduct 


William  Steinberg,  who  was  lar- 
gely responsible  for  the  Pittsburgh 
Symphony  being  rated  among  the 
six  best  in  the  United  States,  will 
conduct  the  orchestra  when  it  ap- 
pears at  BYU  Wednesday. 

THE  CONCERT  will  be  held  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse  at  8:15  p.m. 
Tickets  are  available  at  the  Field- 
house  Ticket  Office. 

By  the  time  Dr.  Steinberg  was 
ten  years  old,  he  was  considered 
a fine  violinist  in  his  hometown  of 
Cologne,  Germany.  Five  years 
later,  he  was  an  established  pian- 
ist and  five  years  after  that  he  won 
the  Wullner  Prize  for  conducting. 

DESPITE  HIS  youth,  Dr.  Stein- 
berg established  a considerable  re- 
putation as  a conductor  in  Ger- 
many, alternating  between  the  con- 
cert hall  and  opera  house. 

In  1937,  he  came  to  the  United 
States  at  the  personal  invitation  of 
Arthuro  Toscanini,  the  music  dir- 
ector of  the  newly  formed  NBC 
Symphony  Orchestra.  Dr.  Steinberg 
was  to  be  the  associate  conductor. 

AFTER  SEVERAL  years  with 
the  NBC  Symphony,  he  moved 
about  the  country  appearing  with 
major  musical  organizations  from 
coast  to  coast,  then  took  over  the 
direction  of  the  Buffalo  Philhar- 
monic. 

In  1952  he  was  chosen  the  music 


I director  of  the  Pittsburgh  Symp- 
hony. In  the  years  since,  the  or- 
chestra has  increased  in  recogni- 
tion and  has  attained  international 
I stature.  Maestro  Steinberg  has 
since  been  in  cities  all  over  the 
I world,  news  releases  said. 

IN  1958  he  was  the  music  director 
of  the  London  Philharmonic  for 
two  years  concurrently  with  his 
position  in  Pittsburgh.  He  regularly 
appears  as  guest  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra,  the  Los  Angeles  Philhar- 
monic, the  Chicago  Symphony  and 
the  New  York  Philharmonic. 

During  the  1964-65  season,  Dr. 
Steinberg  conducted  the  New  York 
Philharmonic  for  twelve  weeks  and 
also  directed  three  productions  of 
the  Metropolitan  Opera  in  New 
York  City. 

IN  THE  SPRING  of  1965  he  was 
named  “Man  of  the  Year”  by  the 
Pittsburgh  Junior  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  He  was  also  named 
Principal  Guest  Conductor  of  the 
New  York  Philharmonic. 

With  William  Steinberg  at  the 
helm,  the  Orchestra  has  grown  to 
a musical  force  whose  reputation  is 
world  wide.  Its  concerts  feature  the 
great  conductors  and  soloists  of 
our  time  and  its  Command  Classic 
recordings  have  been  widely  ac- 
claimed by  critics  here  and  abroad. 
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Slide  Presentations  Make  A Big  Step 


New  ASBYU  President  Lynn  South  am 
attended  a conference  of  the  Pacific  Stu- 
dent Presidents’  Association  ovdr  the  past 
weeekend  in  El  Paso,  Tex. 

The  association,  which  consists  of  300 
schools  in  the  Pacific  and  Western  states 
area,  sponsors  conventions  to  co-ordinate 
government  leadership  ideas  of  member 
schools. 

Southam  went  to  the  conference  with 
the  idea  of  attempting  to  land  the  1067 
confab  for  BYU.  However,  he  found  that 
Weber  State  College  had  already  received 
from  state  officials  to  make  a convention 
bid,  and  BYU  supported  the  Weber  State 
attempt.  The  conference  eventually  was 
awarded  to  Portland. 

Southam  showed  the  PSP  A conference 
delegates  a special  slide  presentation  that 
BYU  had  prepared  for  the  conference  any- 
way, and  the  results  were  encouraging. 

He  reports  that  many  of  the  delegates 
were  amazed  at  the  development  of  student 
government  at  BYU,  and  wanted  more  in- 
formation about  many  of  the  types  of  pro- 
grams now  in  use  here. 

Seven  invitations  to  make  similiar  slide 
presentations  for  actual  use  on  other  cam- 
puses in  initiating  similar  programs  were 
received  by  BYU  shortly  after  the  presenta- 
tion. 

The  ASBYU  President  says  that  the 
manner  of  the  presentation  caused  a favor- 
able reaction  toward  the  school  in  general, 
and  prompted  much  interest  for  other  types 
of  conferences  to  be  held  here. 

The  slide  presentations,  under  the  di- 


rection of  Executive  Assistant  Gary  Law- 
rence, are  a new  external  public  relations 
concept  which  will  be  widely  used  by  stu- 
dent government  next  year. 

According  to  Lawrence,  any  group 
from  student  government  which  is  travel- 
ing to  another  school  and  wishes  to  make  a 
presentation,  may  have  a slide  presentation 
tailor-made  to  the  situation  which  they  will 
be  encountering. 

This  will  make  it  possible  for  AWS, 
AMS,  IOC,  class  officers,  service  units,  and 
other  groups  to  land  conventions  and  con- 
ferences here. 

The  most  significant  feature  about  the 
presentations  is  that  they  will  be  totally 
professional.  Last  weekend’s  presentation 
was  only  put  together  in  a few  days,  but 
it  had  a very  definite  smoothness  and  pro- 
fessional quality  that  was  impressive. 

Southam  says  that  in  the  future  the 
members  of  presentations  will  be  built  up 
so  that  faculty  members  and  other  student 
groups  can  use  them  as  well. 

As  BYU  continues  to  grow  and  achieve 
in  academic  and  cultural  areas  it  is  very 
important  to  have  a public  reactions  pro- 
gram which  can  adequately  communicate 
this  success  to  the  outside  world. 

The  adoption  of  the  slide  presentations 
program  is  a big  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. It  provides  the  highest  quality  of  in- 
formation which  can  be  presented  in  a very 
mature,  professional  way. 

The  stature  of  BYU  among  other  uni- 
versity groups  throughout  the  country  and 
world  is  certain  to  grow  with  this  type  of 
an  external  public  relations  program.

Why  College? 

Dear  Editor: 

There  are  I suppose  many  and 
varied  reasons  why  folks  attend 
college,  some  being  perhaps  more 
noble  than  others.  One  danger 
that  may  exist  from  the  current 
rage  to  be  educated,  or  more  par- 
ticularly, to  have  a college  de- 
gree of  some  sort  is  the  illusion 
that  academic  training  is  a sub- 
stitute for  experience.  To  pursue 
this  illusion  to  its  logical  con- 
clusion one  must  assume  or  sup- 
pose that  either  experience  or 
academic  learning  is  some  sort  of 
spectator  sport. 

In  a way  academic  learning  is 
a process  of  reading  or  studying 
the  various  events  of  life  from  a 
somewhat  detached  point  of  view 
without  having  the  risk  of  being 
involved  in  the  events  being  con- 
sidered. It  is  rather  easy  to  re- 
solve the  problems  of  the  world 
or  others  from  an  armchair  or 
in  the  safety  of  being  a spectator 
rather  than  a participant  in  the 
battle  or  game. 

Therefore  I submit  the  concept 
that  school  or  college  is  not  a sub- 
stitute for  experience  but  rather  a 
preparation  for  being  able  to  cor- 
rectly interprete  and  use  the  ex- 
perience gained  or  to  be  gained  in 
a useful  and  beneficial  manner. 
It  is  not  of  particular  advantage 
to  become  a non-combatant  in 
the  affairs  of  life  or  suppose  that 
education  is  for  the  purpose  of 
eliminating  effort  and  work.  Rath- 
er it  is  my  belief  that  one  ought 
to  learn  not  only  how  to  work 
but  have  the  ability  to  discern 
which  events  in  the  affairs  of 
life  are  worth  working  and  sweat- 


ing for  and  if  necessary,  dying 
for. 

As  an  example  of  the  necessity 
of  experience  for  a more  full  life, 
one  may  read  volumes  about  the 
experiences  others  have  had  with 
the  riding  of  horses  and  may  be 
able  to  a certain  extent  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  action  being  writ- 
ten about  through  imagination. 
However  it  is  still  a spectator 
relationship  as  there  is  not  any 
responsibility  or  personal  involve- 
ment connected  with  the  event. 
The  reader  may  imagine  himself 
in  the  saddle  but  this  does  not 
replace  the  experience,  of  being 
there  and  participating  in  the  ac- 
tion being  conducted  or  related 
in  the  written  account.
